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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
July 22, 2004, to revive the above- identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely file a 
proper Appeal Brief as provided by the Office action mailed 
September 24, 2003, which set a 3 month extendible period for 
reply. A proper Appeal Brief not having been filed, the date of 
abandonment of this application is December 25, 2003.

The filing of a petition to revive may be granted if the 
submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a 
complete reply to the last Office action. After revival of the 
application, the examiner may, upon a more detailed review, 
determine that the reply is lacking in some respect. In this 
limited situation, the examiner should send out a letter giving a 
1-month shortened statutory period under 37 CFR 1.135(c) for 
correction of the error or omission. Extensions of time under 37 
CFR 1.136(a) are permitted. If the applicant does not correct 
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the omission within the time period set in the letter (including 
any extension) , the application will again be regarded as 
abandoned.
